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Drinking Deplored 
By United Church 


CALGARY — The Alberta Con- 
ference of the United Church of 
Canada Friday took a strong stand 
against drinking and urged mem- 
bers to take definite steps to coun- 
teract consumption of alcoholic 
beverages among church members. 

Resolutions, presented by the 
committee for evangelism and so- 
cial service, and passed by the con- 
ference included motions to call 
upon ministers and members to 
practice voluntary total abstin- 
ence; to urge all United Church 
homes to refrain from social drink- 
ing in their homes; to request the 
Alberta government to consider 
favorable reimposing a gallonage 
tax on beer; to commend the Al- 
berta liquor control ‘board for its 
refusal to legalize mixed drinking 
in Calgary and Edmonton and urge 
that this ban be extended to such 
centres as Lethbridge, Medicine 


Hat and Red Deer. 


‘The conference further moved 
that the liquor control board be 
urged to “investigate the cause cf 
the higher per capita consumption 
¢ beveragé alcohol and particular- 
ly of beer in Alberta ag compared 
with Saskatchewan, in which there 
is no public sale of beer to women, 
and if such a study reveals that 
the existence of women’s beer 
rooms be a chief factor, that steps 
be taken to abolish this kind of pri- 
vate profit drinking outlet. 

_ The conference also endorsed the 
resolution adopted by the board of 
evangelism and social service in 


Toronto in Mar¢h, that it “views - 


with great apprehension the report 
that the appointment of a Cana- 
dian envoy to the Vatican is being 
considered.”

Remaining unchanged are Prince 
Edward Island, with four, and Al- 
berta with 17. 

The Yukon riding has been ex- 


panded, but still has one member. 


The. recent redistribution is the 
first since Confederation in which 
Quebec has not been used as a 
yardstick for the whole country.” 
Under the British North America 
Act, Quebec was given a fixed 65 
seats, and the representations of 
other provinces varied in accord- 
ance with the ratio of their popula- 
tions to that of Quebec. 

The new system provides for a 
fixed number of members in the 
commons and the representation of 
each province is determined on the - 
basis of the relation of its popula-.> 
tion to that of the whole of Can- 
ada. ‘ 

Under the old method, the com- 
mons membership changed fre- 
quently up to 1925. Mostly, it went 
up gradually, though the 1896 par- 
liament saw a drop of two mem- 
bers from the previous one. 

Here are commons membership 
totals at the start of each parlia- 
ment: ‘ 

1867 (Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick), 181; 
1872 (Manitoba and British Colum- 
bia added), 200; 1874 (P.E.1.), 206;

Provincial representation has 
fluctuated considerably through 
the years, 

Ontario started with 82, went 
as high’as 92 and now will have 83. 
Nova Scotia had 19 originally and 
went as high as 21, It will have 
18 in the new parliament. ; 

New Brunswick had a high of 16 
late in the last century and now 
has 10. Manitoba started with 
four, rose to 177 and now drops 
one from that figure. British Col- 
umbia began with six, rose to 16 in 
the 1933 redistribution and now 
gets two more. Prince Edward 
Island had six originally and then 
fell to four in 1904. It may not go 
below that figure, under the num- 
ber of its senators, 


starting with 
four, rose to 21 in the 1920's but 
now falls back to 20. Alberta had 
an initial seven which rose to 17 in 
1937 and stays at that point. 
Quebec has remained unchanged 
all through at 65, except for the 
latest change adding eight to its 
members. ;

employ qonvoys. These are divided 
into sections depending upon the 
grades to be overcome by the 
motive power.

Another 
carries the ‘portable stage, cos- 
tumes, special scenery and elec- 
trical apparatus used in this sea- 
son’s colossal spectacle. 

King Bros. Circus represents an 
investment of $500,000 with a 
daily expense of $3,270. Large as 
the initial sum may seem it is 
easily understood when elephants 
are computed at $5,000 to $10,000 
according to their ability to per- 
form, and trained horses at an 
average of $1,000 each.

Alberta Clover Crops 
Face Weevil Danger 


Alberta's sweet clover crops, 
particularly in the southern part 
of the province, are suffering dam- 
age in attacks by the sweet clover 
weevil. 

Central and Northern Alberta 
farmers noting weevil attacks on 
their sweet clover crops were urg- 
ed today to report damage imme- 
diately to their nearest district 
agriculturist or to the Field Crops 
Branch of the Alberta department 
of agriculture. 

Considerable damage has been 
caused to young sweet clover crops 
in the Stavely and Claresholm dis- 
tricts of southern Alberta, W. Lo- 
bay, supervisor of crop protection 
for the department stated. 

Various insecticides are being 
used in an effort to control the 
damage by field spraying, Mr. 
Lobay said. 

The weevil feeds on young ten- 
der leaves of the plant by biting 
the outside of the leaf and finally 
devouring all leaves, leaving only 
the barren stem,
